THE BLOOMFIELD RAILWAY WAR.

Mnus Meeting of Cltizens—An Agree
Reached —End of n Remlrk-hle‘Cun':l.l:E
The demoustration against the bridging of

Broad street In Bloomtield, which took place
yesterday morviog, proves 10 be an affair of very
serions proportions, in which many of the first
citizens of the place were engaged.  The trouble
has been brewlng for months, and lately con-
ferences of the citizens have been held at which
it had been agreed that on the first movement
of the Montelair Rallrond Company to erect the
obmnoxioua bridge, the First Church bell shoald
be rung and the citlzens assemble to resist the
bridge-bullders with force and arms.

The citizens’ ﬁmund of oppoaition ia that the
bridge is of such a narrow spin that it obstructs
the street, and that the rallroad company thus
seek to fnjure and deface the main thoroughfare
of the town in revenge for the township's refusal
to bond iteelf in ald of the rallroad. It is
claimed on the other hand that the railroad com-
{:sny have already once changed their line at a

envy expense to please the Bloomfieldites, and
that the present trouble arises from the machi-
nations among the eltizens of the paid agent and
stockholders of the Delaware, Lackawanna and

Western Railroads.

THE SITUTATION THIS MORNING.

Long before 7 o'clock this morning a large
crowd of people, among whom were many of
the most respectable citizens of Bloomfield, as-
sembled at the sceme of the railway war, all
determined to resist to the utmost any attempt
on the part of the rallroad company to construct
the disputed bridge. A guard of aboat forty
oflicers, deputy sheriffs, and raillway policemen
remained on the groand over night to maintain
order and prevent any attempt to cat down the
trestle-work of the railroad company by the eiti-
zeng, but there was no digturbaunce, and the sen-
tries paced up and down the road unmolested. On
the opposing forces arriving on the ground this
morning a consultation was held in a neighbor-
ing house between the town commitiee of
Bloomfleld, and Messrs. Wilde and Spalding on
behalf of the company. At this mnetfng it was
agreed the company should be allowed to go on
and build the bridge acroes the street, but they
should not flll up the spaces between the piers
with dirt, nor construct any stone plers on the
sidewalk without first giving the town commit-
tee ten days notice. The town committee then
repalred to the scene of coufliet to make
known the result of their deliberations to the
citizens.

THE PARLEY BETWERN THE GENERALS,

The following resolution was unanimonsly
adopted: —

! “ Resolved, That the citizens will resist any attempt
to put up a bridge until the raflroad company give a
satisfactory guarantee that another bridge shall be

comstructed, spanuing the street fall width thereof,

within one year.”

Three were appointed a commitlee to wait on
the railroad company and inform them of the
action of the citizens.

Mr. Spaulding was unwilling to agree to re-
move the bridge within one year; he was, how-
ever, willing to agree to remove it within two
ilurs. After a protracted discussion between

r. Spaulding and the committee, the following
agreement was drawn up and signed: —

THE AGREEMENT,

This agreement witneaseth that for good and suf-
flelent reasons, and to reconclle the differences be-
tween the rallway company and the citizens of the
township, now therefore it {8 agreed by Henry C.
Spaulding, Superintendent, that the bridge now
being erected at the crossing of the sald rallway
and the rcad leading from Bloomileld to Paterson,
near the house of John Coillns shall be removed
within two years from the date of this instrument,
and that a good and sufflcient bridge of slxty feet in
wldth, clear and free from all obstroctions in the
road, shall be erected In 118 steaq,

Hegnry O, SPAULDING.

This agreement was then read to the citizens,
when they voted to accept it and dispersed to
their homes, leaving the rallway company in
geaoeable possession of the mooted ground.

ANOTHER BANK ROBBERY.

A Western Bank Robbed In the Daytime
in an Andaciously Hold Manmner.
From the Lineville (fowa) Indes,

The county seat of this county was visited by
four men on Baturday night, who committed
the boldest and most daring rebbery ever com-
mitted in the West, robbing Ocobock Brothers'
bank of #6000, ut the hour of two o'clock In the
afternoon, and making their escape from a
multitude of men, who had assembled at that
izlln“ to hear aépeech in the Interest of the
: 0., I. and Nebraska Railroad, by Henry Clay

Jean.

For severnl days previous to the robbery four
strapge and suspicions characters bad been seen
in and about Corydon, whose business no one
knew. Having heard that Mr. Dean waa to ad-
dress the people of Corydon on Baturday last,
they armed themselves, énch with four navy
revolvers, and rode to Corvdon, taking advan-
tage of the large number of men In town, who
were at that bour collected at the Methodlst
Episcopal Church to hear Mr. Dean, the church
being situated some distance from the square.
The robbers rode iuto town and up to the front
deoor ot the bank. Mr. Ocobock, the jumior
member of the firm was seated in the back room
of the bank. They quietly and coolly approached
bhim, eéach presenting a revolver, and said:—
“Get up, walk easy, dont sy a d—d word, and
unlock that safe,” Mr. Ocobock, appreciating
the sitnation, went to the eafe, and i1 seems found
it difficult to hit the combination, elther throngh
exeltement or from some other cause, when one
of the robbers drew back hie revolver, and, in a
commanding voice demanded him to “open that
gafe within five seconds.” The eafe was un-
locked by Mr. Ocoboek, when one of the parties
grabbed for the money and got it, crammed il
into a pair of saddle-bags which they had
brought along for that purpose, and bid the
banker “‘good day,” mounting their horses and
dashing through town and right by the charch
occupled by at least six hundred men, defiantly
flourishing their revolvers, inviting the already
alarmed crowd to “come on,"” and yelllng at the
top of their voices, “Hurrah for John Wilkes
Booth,” and ““Take us if you can.” One of
them flourished n revolver and Informed the
erowd that that was *“*the tool that killed Abe
Lincoln.” Thus successfully eommitting their
hellish deed, and making their escape.

The Board of Supervisors of the eounty is In
gession, and has ﬁeneroualy offered the liberal
reward of §4000 for the arrest of the parties,
which we hope will be sufliclent incentive to
their capture.

METHODIST BOOK CONCERN TROUBLE

The Refusal of Judge Barnard to Grant
the Mandamus.

Judge Barnard, in the Lanahan case yester-
day in New York, in an opinion of over fifty
foolseap pages, afier reciting the evidence be-
fore him, which has been already published,
holds that the relator has failled to show such
u refusal on Dr, Carlton’s partto permit him
1o exnmine the books ns to entitle him to the
writ. He thinks the relator's difficulty was
that be claimed a right to private control of
them, which has been properly resisted. The
relator's right, if any, to an examination, must
be made in the ordinary place of keeping of
the books, and under checks and safeguards pro-
vided by the Book Committee in their resolution
of October, 1870. He can find no reason for such
an examination. There was in the first aflidavit
not the slightest pretense that the agent of the
Coneern had retained any property of the Con-
cern. In a subsequent atlidavit the relator un-
dertook to show that the respondent retained
interest belonging te the Concern, but to the
judge's mind the respondent has fully shown the
idea without foundation. He thinks the relator
should have sought information fromthe officers
of the Concern and of the bank before
making such damaging charges. He s un-
able 1o resist the conclusion that the
relator 18 hostile to the respondent
and the best interests of the Book Concern.
Mr, Justice Bernard then recites the facts stated
in the aflidavits to show this hostility. The re-
lator made charges of [rand and mismanagement
without proper evidence, and when ealled to
account ['n;r it desired to obtain evidence justi-
fying them from books and papers which he
now swore he never saw. The Court was un-
willing to sanction such conduct. He wished
to obtsin books and papers which he had never
seen to enable him to justify a charge of larceny
and mﬁ)bery which he made against Mr. Good-
enough.

Toghim (Judge Barnard) it was surprising
that such a claim should be made; that the re-
lator did not make his examination before mak-
lug the charge. He had made an examination
of such books and papers ae he clioge, and, fail-
ing in these to find any evidence, asked another
opportunity to hunt for it. Such a fishing for
evidence the law had anlways condemned. The

THE GREAT RAILROAD LEASE.

Election of Officers of the N. J. Rallroad -
The Prospects.

The directors of the New Jersey Rallroad Com-
pany met yesterday and elected the following board
of oMcers:—Prestdent, A. L. Dennis; Treasurer, H.
J. Southmayd ; Superintendent (aud Vice-President),
F, W, Jackson; Secretary and General Passenger
Agent, F. W, Rankin. The subject of the lease to
the Pennsylvania KRallroad was discussed, and
from the statements made by the ocom-
mittee having charge of tue lease, It
appears that of the 70,000 shares, owners of
over 50,000 have approved of the agreement, Since
it s cialmed that only & two-thirds vole 18 necessary
under the law, the friends of the lease have Lhas
secured 8000 shares more than are needed, Of the
Camden and Amboy Rallroad Company, holders of
84,000 shares have approved outofr the whole num-
ber of ghares, 85000, In the Haritan and pelaware
Canal Qompany, the committee have prosured sig-
DALOres representing §0.000 ont of BE M0 shares,
There are now peeded 5000 shares from both com-
yanles o make up the regquired two-thirds vote,

are contident of obratulng, and it Is probable that it
will be obtained—by purchase of the stock, U in no
other way.

Troubles About the War Indemnity.

BErLIN, June 28,—Prince Bismarck has ad-
dressed an lmperative demand to the French
Government for the immediate payment of the
first instalment of the war indemnity, which,
according to the terms of the treaty of peace, s
to be pald thirty days aflter the re-establishment
of the authority of the French Government in
Paris.

The Precise Date on which the First In-
stalment is Due,

Prince Biesmarck In "his note to M. Jules
Favre holds that the forces of the French Gov-
ernment entered Paris on May 21, that the city
was reoccupled and the suthority of the Govern-
ment virtually re-established on May 25, when
nearly all the insurgents had been killed, taken
prisoners, or had surrendered to Marshal Mae-
Mauhon, and that the first instalment of 500,-
000,000 frames is therefore strictly due on
June 24.

Agreement between Prince Blamarck aud
M. Thiers,

By an arrangement between Prince Bismarek
and M. Thiers it bad been agreed that 125,000,000
franes out of the first instalment shonld be paid
at an earlier period than that fixed by the treaty
of peace, Prince Bismarck accepting this sum
in French bank notes, on condition that the re-
mainder of the first instalment and in addition
to it 125,000,000, to be deducted from the gecond
instalment, should be paid in gold or ils equiva-
lent thirty days after the reoccupation of Parls,
as stipulated by the treaty of peace.

What France Has Already Pald.

In complisnce with this agreement France
paid 40,000,000 francs on May 25, anpother
40,000,000 on June 1, and 45,000,000 on June 15—
125,000,000 in all—in French bank mnotes. Re-
maining due on May 24, 500,000,000 francs,
payable In gold. The Freneh Government has
offered its own bank netes in payment of this
sum also, which offer Prince Bismagck peremp-
torily refused.

Asking Another Delay,

M. Thlers then requested auother delay, suy-
lug that the funds were needed for the rellef of
FParis and to carry on the Governmeént, and that
the sum for the paymeut of the first lnstalment
could, just now, only be obtalned on ruloons

lerms.
Prionce Blsmarck Unyiclding.,

In reply, Prince Blamarck says that the Im-
perial Government will grant no further delay,
and hints that forced requisitions and dangerons
consequences will ensue if the money does not
come forward,

The Acgulsition of Hellgoland,

Bervrix, June 53.—A serious complication has
arisen between Uermany and England, and
severe despatches are passing between Prinee
Bismarck and Earl Granville,

The Difficulty.

Prince Bismarek bas addressed a nole to
Count Bernstorff, the German representative in
London, informing bim that the Imperial Ger-
man Government desired to acquire Helligoland,
and empowering him to make propositions to
the Britlsh Government for the purchase of the
island.

England will Hold on to Heligoland.

Earl Gramyille replied in the same manger,

saying that England will not part with He'igo-
land, and that the British Government could
entertain no proposition looking to the cession
of that jsland.

Blsmarck Belllcone.

Upon which Prince Bismarck again addressed
the Britlsh Government through Count Bern-
etorff, declaring that the acquisition of Heligo-
land was necessary for the protection of the
German cosst, reciting as an Instance the facili-
ties for conling and immunity {from attack which
the French fleet enjoyed at Heligoland, by which
it was enabled to blockade Hambarg and para-
Ilyze the commerce of the German coast. He
looked upon Hellgoland, on account of its close
preximity, as German territory, and its posses-
glon by any foreign power as a standing menace
to Germany.

Earl Granville Inflexible,

Earl Granville again replied that England was
only bound to consider her own [nterests; that
the wish of the German Government to aequire
Heligoland did not constitute her right to it, as
the island had never been under German rule.
The controversy now rests at this stage.

The German Press on Heligoland.,

All the unoflicial papers in Berlin are discuss-
ing the chances for the acquisition of Heligo-
land, while the official press is either guarded
or gilent on the subject, a fact which s inter-
preted as one of great significance,

RAILROAD ACCIDENT.

Collision of Trains on the Nashville and
Northwestern Rallroad.

Intelligence reached the city last evening of
an accldent on the Northwestern Railroad, re-
sulting in the death of one person and the
wounding of two others.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS.

The Anti«Penn Sguarcites Again Defented
—Thelr Application for an Injunction
Mefused by the Courts—Thelr Latest and
Weakest Dodge Played Out,

Nisi Privs—Chief Justice Thampsaon.

The Chief Justice this morning dellvered the fol-
lowing opinion, refusing to the Washington Square
